Gentlemen; - 
It has been proposed by the Vestry of St. Philips 
Church "to the Vesiry of Trinity Church, Maylandville, West Phila- 
delphia, that in consideration of Thiriy thousand Dollars being 
paid by the former to the latter, out of which such amount as 
may be requisite, not exceeding the one half of the total sum, 
Shall be used in payment of incumbrances now existing ne the 
property of Trinity Church, Maylandville, so that the same may 
be entirely freed from debt and that a sum not less than Fifteen 
thousand Dollars shall be invested as a permanent endowment for 
the corporation. The condition therefore” being the merging of 
the present corporation of Trinity Church, Maylandvilie, into 
that of Saint Philips Church, under the existing Charter of the 
latter, so that the corporation and property hitherto known as 
Trinity Church, Maylandville, shall cease to exist as such, and 
shall hereafter exist and continue as St. Philips Church, with 
all rights and title thereunto pertaining. 
ae in duty bound, the Rector, Church Wardens and Vestry of 
Trinity Church, Maylandville, now ask that your honorable body 


will give formal assent to the carrying out of the proposition. 


The result would be to place in a position of strength an 
organization which has for a long while been laboring under the 


disadvantage of a considerable debt, and at the same time con- 


tinue the existence of an old and honorable names. 
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It has been the custom in Philadelphia, as well as elsewhere y 
as the Standing Committee is aware, when a Church becomes compar- 
atively useless in one locality to remove it, substantially 
carrying with it its rights and privileges, that which could 

not be removed being disposed of advantageously. This was the 


case in this City with St. James” Church, Calvary Monumental 


Church (which was removed bodilyJand the Church of the Ascension; 


and is also the case with Churches in New York City. 
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
